. and nothing definite is yet announced as to the 
coming Councillors. Some interest is manifested 
iu the result of the contest for the Lawrence 
Mayoralty from the fact of one of the candi- 
dates, Mr Fraer, being an old resident and ex- 
Mayor of Cromwell, Some money, we hear, is 
likely to change hands over it. At Queenstown 
Messrs Setts and Warren again strive for the 
bonor — the latter having twice before suffered 
defeat by a small minority. At Arrowtown, , 
three gentlemen woo the ratepayers’ votes, but 
the contest will he between Messrs fenkins and 
Pritchard, the former for choice. Clyde .brings 
Messrs Feraiid an 1 Naylor to the poll, and the 
result is likely to be pretty close.

A eircamstance bearing a very ugljy4.ook 
has been the subject of much comment im town. 
We refer to the harried and indiscreet sale, of 
the old police stables in Cromwell. The first 
and only intimation of the building beiag iij the 
market was buried in a corner of the Clyde 
newspaper of last Friday. ■ Apart from the evi- 
dent absurdity of advertising in a newspaper 
published out of the Cromwell district, there is 
the even worse blunder of only giving three 
clear day’s publicity to the sale. We do not 
find fault -with the police authorities choosing 
their o^vn medium of advertising, but we de- 
cidedly say that they should in disposing of 
public property do so to the beat advantage, and 
not adopt a “ penny -wisa and pound foolish" 
pslicy. That such has been followed in the 
present instance is shown by the fact that the 
building was knocked down at £30, while we 
know of at least one party who would have 
given double that sum had they known the pro- 
perty was for sale. Is it any wonder people 
talk of this looking like a “ job," when the sale 
. was only advertised in the Clyde paper, and a 
T Clyde auctioneer brought up here to sell, not- 
withstanding a local auctioneer resides on the 
spot? - ■ ’ 

We have received a letter from Mr 15. 
A. Drury regarding the late Mayoral election, in, 
which the writer deals at some length with mat- 
ters purely personal to himself, and his action in 
protesting against the uomination proceedings 
being gone on with. As to why Mr Drury’s 
name was not placed on the roll, the writer 
says “ I made application to Mr Colclougli, 
the Town Clerk, to he placed upon the oleotoral 
roll, and he replied that as the rates had been 
paid,, it would te all tight Owing to cirenm- 
■tanoes over which 1 had no'control, I was forced 
to leave Cromwell for eleven weeks, and there- 
fore could not attend to see my name inserted on 
the roll, besides which I concluded that the 
Town Clerk would ! do bis duty in conformity 
with the provisions of the Otago Municipal Cor- 
porations Ordinance, 1865." The other portions 
of Mr Drury’s letter deal merely with abstract 
propositions, which extreme pressure on our 
apace prohibits us publishing in this number. 

The nominatioa of Coimcillors (one for 
each Ward' to he elected) takes place on Tuesday 
next, at noon. It is to be hoped the ratepayers 
will bestir themselves ill the matter, and select 
for the offices men who have the intelligence and 
ability to prosecute the various works which are 
now in progress. At no previous time in the 
history of Cromwell has it been more imperative 
that the very best men should be selected to 
conduct municipal affairs. We had intended 
dealing with this matter at greater length, but 
in Order to do a meaenre of justice to the various 
events of the past week, an unusnal ■want of 
room is felt. But all we could have said may he 
briefly summed up in the advice to let no per- 
sonal consideration interfere with the bringing 
forward of the most fitting men for the Impor- 
tant duties to be aocomplished.

' REVISION COURT, 1 

A Court for the revisioaof the Citizens’ 
Roll was held on Thursday last at noon. The 
Mayor presided, and Councillors Arndt, Tay- 
lor, Talboys, and Whetter were present. 

Applications to he placed on the roll were 
made by the following persons H. Behrens, 
Block IX j P. Cahill, section 14, Block 62 ; 

R. Donegan, section 14, Block 6 ; W. Fore- 
man, sections 8 and 9, Block 43 ; Thomas 
Marsh, section 10, Block 44 j John Harsh, 
section 9, Block 17. 

The four applications first-mentioned were 
granted — that of Foreman conditionall.y upon 
his paying rates at once, Thomas Marsh’s 
claim was opposed by the Town Clerk on the 
grounds that the application was not signed 
by Thomas Marsh ; that his rates were not 
paid ; and that his name did not appear in 
the assessment book. ' 

'Mr John Marsh explained that he instead 
of his brother had been, assessed as the 
owner, and that Thomas Marsh could not 
pay rates for the simple reason he had never 
been informed how much was due. 

The Court held that as Thomas Marsh had 
never tendered any payment of rates, .his ap- 
plication must be refused. 

The Town Clerk objected to John Marsh’s 
claim under clause 20 of the Ordinance, 
wherein it was laid down that no citizen shall 
be entitled to vote at any Municipal election 
until he had paid all rates which had been 
duclared .six months previously. This Mr 
Marsh had not done. 

Mr Marsh argued that ha was entitled to 
have his name inserted in the Citizens’ Roll 
under clause 7 of the 1805 Ordinance, wherein 
it was laid down tliat every inale person of 
the age of 21 years being the owner or occu- 
pier of property within the borough, and 
whose name was inserted in the assessment 
books as such shall be entitled to be enrolled 
in the Citizens’ Roll. Mr . Marsh produced 
receipts for payment of rates on the property 
by virtue of which he claimed, and urged 
that any objections to his application should 
have been made in writing on or before the 
6th of July. 

. Considerable argument ensued between the 
applicant and objector, which occasionally 
become so warm as to necessitate their being 
.called to order more than once. 

The Court was cleared while a decision 
was arrived at. On re-opening, it was an- 
nounced that Mr Marsh’s claim had been re- 
fused. , 

Mr Marsh intimated that the matter would 
not be allowed to end here. 



MATORAL NOMINATION. 

In accordance with notice, nominations for 
the office of Mayor for the ensuing Munici- 
pal year were opened at the Town Ball on 
Saturday at noon, Mr D. A. Jolly, pre- 
sided, and called upon the Town Clerk to 
react the nominations. 

Clerk said there wad only one nomina- 
tion, which read as follows David A. 
Joi.iv, proposed by H. Arndt, seconded by 

S. N. Brown. 

Being the only candidate, Mr Jolly was 
declared duly elected. 

Mr J oily in returning thanks for the honor 
conferred on him, said he was proud to have 
the unanimous confidence of the ratepayers, 
as was eyidenced.by the fact that he was Un- 
opposed. He had come forward for re-elec- 
tion for several reasons, which he would ex- 
plain fuUy at a meeting he purposed holding 
on Monday evening. He would take the 
present opportunity of congratulating the 
citizens that Cromwell was rapidly taking 
the position on the Goldfields to which it was 
entitled by virtue of its geographical position 
no less than its mineral wealth. It was only 
a matter of time to see the town become the 
official centre of the Dunatan electoral dis- 
trict — the head quarters of the Warden and 
Resident Magistrate. Already bad sittings 
of the District Court been granted, which 
Was a first and important step in this direc- 
tion. He desired to impress on the rate- 
payers the necessity of placing their best 
men in the Council for the coming year, as 
on their ability greatly depended the judi- 
cious carrying through of the. important 
works now initiated (applause), 

A number of questions were put to Mr 
Jolly, but da his replies are embodied in his 
address published below, it is unneoesaary 
here to repeat them. 



‘ MR JOLLY’S ADDRESS, 

Mr'D. A. Jolly, Mayor, addressed a meet- 
ing of ratejisyera in the Town Hall on Mon- 
•day evening.. Considering the short and in- 
sufficient' notice,. the attendance was very 
fair, and a deal of interest was manifested. 

Mr J. S. Burros was voted to the chair, 
.■ind briefly explained the object for which the 
meeting was called — to enable the Mayor to 
give an account of his past stewardship and 
future policy. He (Mr Burres) bespoke for 
Mr Jollv a fair and impartial hearing. 

Mr Jolly, who was heartily received, said 
he was influenced in coming before the rate- 
payers that evening by motives of duty : had 
he'consnlted his own feelings he would not 
have been there. : He held, however, that no 
mattqr whether in state or municipal afiairs, 
those who had stood at the holm should lay 
before those whom they represented a munii 
of the principal subjects which had occupied 
their attention during the past term, so that 
citizens might judge whether the policy pur- 
sued had been retrograde or progressive. It 
was with this view that he now addressed 
them. : He had been induced to aspire to the 
office of Mayor for another year because the 
last Council had initiated wovka which would 
require great care, and judgment in bringing 
them to a successful termination. The 
office ivas n6 sinecure, as the duties to be 
performed were of a very responsible nature, 
and requiring much time and attention. It 
would be his duty to lay before the citizens a 
detailed statement of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the Corporation for the past muni- 
cipal year. The present Council took office 
with a bank balance to credit of L.341, and 
the revenue from all sources had been L.705, 
making a total under head of receipts L. 1046. 
Of this sum L.320 had been paid in as rates, 
being the largest amount collected under this 
head in any one year of their mnnicipal 
existence, and this in face of the fact that a 
case ’ was pending in the Supreme Court 
behind which ratepayers might with some 
reason have sheltered themselves. It spoke 
creditably for the citizens that such prompt 
payment had been made. Under expen- 
diture for tlie year, there had been an outlay 
of L.814 for various works, the principal 
items being public works, L.231 ; night and 
day labor, L.261 ; salaries and commissions, 
L.170;.i .The balance in bank at end of muni- 
cipal year was L.232 6s. lid. Although this 
credit was less than when they started, it 
must be borne in mind that at beginning of 
term there was due to the clerk a sum of 
L.67, which materiiilly reduced the actual 
amount to credit. Since the statement from 
which he quoted was made np, a further sum 
of L.55 had been paid into the bank, making 
a total credit at present time of L.287. Fur- 
tlier, tae Finance Committee had recom- 
mended that the value of water-pipes on 
hand, and which had been paid for out of 
general- revenue, should be made a charge 
against Waterworks account. These pipes 
had cost L.250, which added to present ba- 
lance would make A grand total of L.537 with 
which to begin the incoming municipal year, 
Mr Jolly then proceeded to review the various 
leading questions, to which the outgoing 
Council had pledged themselves to deal with 
so far as finances would go. It would be re- 
membered that a previous Council had moved 
for an official examination and report on the 
sanatory condition of the town, and to our 
sorrow we knew the result of that report. 
It was the means of bringing Cromwell into 
notoriety throughout New Zealand and even 
Australia. It was well known that both Pro- 
vincial 'and General Governments kept a 
watchful eye on the actions of the Council in 
its capacity as a Board of Health. The prin- 
cipal item of expenditure during the year 
had been for sanatory purposes, and although 
that expenditure might seem large, yet it 
was the means of impairing a sense of security 
to the town, and he was sure citizens would 
agree with him it was money well spent. 
Were people compelled to do the work them- 
selves, it would entail double the cost, and 
even then be imperfectly done. He trusted 
the citizens would continue to support tlie 
Council in its sanatory policy, until a better 
and more effective sj'stem was propounded. 
On taking office, the present Council had the 
onus thrown upon it of increasing taxation 
by raisingfi;he rate .3d in the £ m excess of 
former years. This rafe was struck with a 
fiew to raising extra mtmeys for carrying out 
sanatory works. But a comparison of the 
late-roli between the present and last year 
would show that the revenue had not been 
io inoreased. The assessors had lowered the 
Value of town property, and consequently the 
ibject desired was not gained. For instance, 
the annual value for 1874 was L.6835 10a, 
while , that for 1875 was only L.6608, show- 
ing a deficiency of L.227. This deficiency 
was in fact even greater, when additional 
laud sales and the improvemetits in property 
were considered. Tliis depreciation of the 
value of property had a most prejudicial effect, 
considering the returns had to be sent into 
Government. It made the town to appear as 
going back, wliilo in fact, it was tlie most 
progressive on the Goldfields. The next 
matter he would touch upon was the WaVer- 
worki scheme which the present Council had 
had die honor of initiating, and it would be 
his (ihe speaker’s) duty to show how much 
they bad accomplished up to the present 
time.; It devolved upon the Council to fix 
upon, the permanent source of supply, and 
althuligh on this point there had existed 
greatdiflerence of opinion, nevertheless the 
sourcs fixed upon seemed to have given 
geneiri satisfaction to the townspeople. The 
Coumil had been fortunate enough to get a 
bill pissed enabling them to borrow L.5000. 
Since'then the Council had been assiduously 
ivorkiig out the matter Aith the aid of its 
[solicit)!. The first step was to have plans, 
Urawnup, and on the recommendation of the ' 



Proyinoial Engineer, Mr Barr was selected to 
carry out this work. ■ .Next were invited 
offers to take up the debentures, but for a 
considerable time there.wero no applications, 
money at th.at time being very high, How- 
ever, an effort was made to deal with the 
Banks, and ultimately tlie debentures wore 
negotiated with the Colonial Bank, the price 
paid being L43 10s for each L.50 bond. 
This might at first sight' seem a high price, 
but when it was retnemberod that other and 
more powerful Corporations, such as Dun- 
edin, Invercargill, and Oamarn, wore in. the 
market, he thought the meeting would agree 
that this Council hud not made a bad bargain, 
and were' justified in closing with the offer. 
Having fixed upon Firewood' Creek as the 
source of supply, the'Council made overtures 
to the proprietorsof the rights, who demanded 
L. 10(10. This tlie Council deemed in excess 
of the value, The proprietors ultimately 
offered their property for L.700, at which 
figure the purchase was effected. It had 
been said this was far too high a price, but 
the Council thought it fair value, in proof of 
which they were now receiving L.l per week 
rental for the water, and were likely to got 
the same sum aftet supplying the town. As 
a matter of . fact the Council had since been 
offered a preminm on' their purchase. The 
advent of fine weather was all that was re- 
quired to commence active operations, and he 
might say thj.t, supposing the pipes to be up 
in time, the work would be comjileted in 
about five months. ’ The plan adopted in the 
meantime was to carry the water from the 
reservoir, down to the Cromwell bridge, from 
thence up Melmore-terrace to join the pre- 
sent pipes coming from the tank. They 
would then be able to irrigate what was now 
a sandy waste, and render it at once profit- 
Able and pleasant. According to the estimate 
furnished to do this much, the loan would 
not cover it by L.200 or L.300, but they had 
power to borrow further, and when deemed 
prudent could extend the system of pipes. 
When this truly great work was completed, 
Cromwell could no longer be pointed out as 
a barren wilderness, but would be rendered 
a most pleasant place to live in, for only 
water was required to render the present 
desert pastures green. ■ As to the cost of the 
whole scheme, so far as at present intended 
to be carried out. It might bo approximately 
put down at L.1887, the present funds avail- 
able being L.1720. The first question which 
would occupy the attention of the new Coun- 
cil would be the levying of a special rate to 
pay interest and sinking fund for the money 
borrowed. This, at the present valuation, 
would, he thought, entail a tax of about 6d 
in the £. Ha was of opinion that the ren- 
tal derived from the surplus water would 
prove a considerable item. Having now 
pretty well exhausted tlie water question, he 
would turn to one which was of annual re- 
currence-. that of Block IX. It was an as- 
tanishing fact that notwithstanding resolu- 
tions, memorials, and meetings on this subject, 
it was now no nearer a solution than' ever. 
There was no doubt that the people who had 
built on the south side of Melmore-terrace 
were illegally in possession, and the only 
means, in his opinion, whereby they could 
become legal holders-fwas by the jiasslng of 
an Ordinance on the subject, narrowing the 
staeqt to. a chai» in width. Tire next step' 
would be to get the Government to allow the 
Council to deal with ' the land known as 
Block IX. He strongly objected to the^ Go- 
vernment selling the land and pocketing the 
proceeds, as such a course would simply be 
depriving the Corporation of its estate. He 
did not hold with going in opposition , to the 
Government, but considered it the 'duty of 
the Council to give effect to the orders of the 
Government oil tliis question — more espe- 
cially as the Provincial authorities had been 
most consistent in tlicir conduct, and had not 
limited the Council in fixing the time occu- 
pants were to remain. He thought, by 
united action, and with the assistance of our 
member, an Ordinance such as he had indi- 
cated could be passed. Having now briefly 
reviewed the more important matters vvliich 
he and his colleagues had pledged themselves 
to deal with, he might say that although they 
miglit not have accomplished all they had 
promised, nevertheless the amount of work 
got through would favorably compare with 
that of any previous Council.

officials stationed here ; the acquisition of a 
commonage ; the cstabliihment of a suitable 
mail service ; and, nut the least important, 
the organisation of a locil Fire Brigade, for 
whom the Council had acijuired possession of 
a valuable building, which only that day had 
been formally handed ovW to the Brigade. 
Looking at these aocomplished facts, ho 
thought he was warrantm in saying the 
Council had done their duty well during the 
past year (applause). ; 

Mr Jolly closed an able ind lucid address 
by bearing testimony to me respect and 
kindly feeling which had prevailed between 
himself and the Councillors during the year ; 
also to the able and willingassistance ren- 
dered by the member for tl\e distrie*, Mr 
MacKellar. A number of questions were 
put, answered satistactorily, and a hearty 
vote of thanks accorded on Xie motion of 
Ml' Starkey, A like courtesy to the chair- 
man torminated the proceed iitgi.

iPOPtJLATION, OE* THE COLONY. 



*In a format ls3ae vfB gave & alight reff*«W 
of the penaug of the Colony, as far ag the 
Eeliglons of the People ; now we purpoaei 
brieSy to 'notice! a few other itama in the! 
elaborately compiled Lhlea before ua, There j 
am 286,109 Britiah aiibjects in New Zealand, I 
«ad ^13,286 owning allegiance to foreign 
powers. At present we have 122,625 in our 
midst who claim New Zealand as the land of 
their nativity — (we leave out Maoris in all 
our calculations)^ and of this number over 
100,000 are over sixteen years of age, there 
having been only 18i702 white natives of the 
Colony in 1858. Certainly we are rather a 
prolific race, anddf we go on “ multiplying 
And replenishing the earth” at this rate, we 
will soon require a scheme of emigration in- 
stead of immigration. Hailing from ' other 
portions of her Majesty’s dominions, we have 
English 74,628, Scotch 38,431, Irish 30,255, 
Australians. .13,00I> end, strange to relate, 
only 1,381 Welshmen, We should imagine 
that this is a mistake, or rather that a great 
number of Welsh people put themselves 
down as English, and did not think of "par- 
ticularising. Of the New Zealand born, we 
find that ■ the males slightly predominate, 
there being 61,779 males against 60,856 
females. In most countries the gent^r sex 
are numerically stronger than the males, but 
here it is different j although it is most 
likely that as time rolls on the difference will 
be considerably lessened, as there is more 
mortality amongst .males than females, espe- 
cially in the earlier stages of life. Otago has 
fhe largest number of inhabitants Indigennns 
ho the soilj there being 30,750, or about one- 
fourth of the whole ; and Auckland comes 
next, with 29,427 : then Canterbury, having 
■24,147. There are 21,460 natives of Scot- 
land in Otago ; 14,369 natives of England, 
and 7,001 natives of Ireland. In the Elec- 
toral ‘ District " of Dunatan, there are 995 
natives of New Zealand, 628 natives of Eng- 
land, 605 of Scotland, 430 of Ireland, 217 of 
Australia, and no fewer than 485 Chinamen. 

Looking to the conjugal conditions of the 
people, we find that there are 45,334 hus- 
bands and 44,623 wives. There are also 
3,271 widowers, and 3,990 widows. It 
is curious to note the excess of bachelors 
■over spinsters in the various Provinces. 
Wellington seems to be most highly favored 
ns far as the proportion of bachelors and 
spinsters is concerned, there being 168 bache- 
lors to every 100 spinsters ; while Westland 
has to lament the fitct there are 606 to 100, 
or 6 to 1. We should ira^in© that a good 
wife would be hard to get hold of in West- 
land. In Otago we are not quite so had, 
though we ofetainly are in the shade quite 
onough with 279 bachelors to every 100 
spinsters. Iq the Dunstan district the pro^ 
portion of unmarried males to females is 3 to 
1, the numbers being 1,886 males to 634 
females. 

Turning to the occupations of the people, 
We find variety enough, although they are 
broadly grouped by the Kegistrar-General 
tinder the following headings Professional, 
6,460 .’; domestic, 184,963 ; commercial, 
13,297 ;■ aCTicultural, '34,390 ; indtfstrial, 
46,237 ; and the undefined and “no-pfcduc- 
live,” or drnnesof the hive, amount to 12,206. 
The domestic, in this category, ranks highest. 
This is owing to the fact that under, this 
heading there is included all the womeu and 
■children, as well as those who are engaged as 
general domestic servants. Wa are much 
pleased to find that the agricultural class is 
■BO numerous, as, with the miner, they cer- 
tainly form the bone and sinew of tho Qolony. 
■Of gold miners, including quarts reefers, 
"there are 15,229 in the entire Colony, of 
which Otago contains considerably more than 
■one- third, there being 6,987 persons engaged 
in unearthing the precious metal. The next 
highest on the list is Westland with 3911, 
then Nelson follows with 3412. One of the 
tables gives the present occupations of 
;garduates of the Universities, as follows : 
— A graduate of London is a laborer in a 
.■coal mine ; two, Edinburgh men are hush- 
men ; one of Dublin a drover ; another 
Dublin man a laborer ; and one Aberdeen, a 
sawyer. Six diggers are university men, and 
■one butcher holds a degree from a foreign 
university. One livery stable keeper is a 
■graduate of Melbourne, and two of Glasgow 
are station servants. One Oxford man, with 
an unspecified degree, is a member of the 
General Assembly. One B.A. of Dublin is 
a Government officer, another a warder 
in a gaol, while a thM p-aduate of Dub- 
lin holds a similar position. Two J.P.’s 
bold unspecified Cambridge depees, and 67 
clergymen, 20 lawyers, 65 doctors, and 64 
schoolmasters are paduates of some one of 
the universities. Three bank oflicers and 14 
commercial clerks have depees. Two Cam- 
bridge M. A.’s are runholders ; two B. A.’s are 
farmers— altogether, -411 University pa- 
duates are returned, but few of them seem to 
have turned their education to any practical 
■use. 

These figures and facta are culled some- 
■what indiscriminately from the returns before 
■us, and though we feel that the subject is 
worthy of being more elaborately treated, 
still what we have said, wo think, will prove 
interesting to our readers, and we only hope 
that ■within the next decade the Colony will 
show as peat an increase, botii in population 
and wealth, as it has in the past. 



Bachelorism a Luxury. — A Bill has passed the 
Tennessee Legislature, which contains the fol- 
lowing section: “That bachelorism is hereby 
declared a privilege, and every male inbahitaut 
of this Stste over thirty years of age, being of 
sound mind and enjoying good bodily heiuth, 
remaining unmarried after the first day of May, 
1875, shall pay a fine of ten dollars annually/’

_ A writer In tha.Dunoilj/ Express on Victo- 
rian experiences refers, in the subjoined ex- 
tract, to his first acquaintance with a gentle- 
man whose future celebrity was then certainly 
not foreshadowed : — “ Nuttall, who ivas then 
publishing the Advertiser at Maryborough, 
brought*a plant to Dnnolly, and the paper 
was called the Marphorongh and D\inolly Ad- 
veriisef. Great difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining an editor and reporters, and Mr 
Nuttall applied to mo to supply the paper 
articles and news. I was then so much en- 
gaged that b could not spare the time, and 
told him so, when he said that the same con- 
tributions I SQtit to other journals would do 
for him. I did not exactly see the force of 
this brilliant idea, and ha had ,to seek else- 
where for the help he needed. He at length 
obtained an^ editor, whose articles created 
great fun in the town, being among the rich- 
est things ever seen in print. Subsequently 
a gentleman, who has since made a great stir 
in New Zealand, and who has there mounted 
til the very top of the political ladder, as- 
sumed the editorship of the paper, and it 
was then one of the best-conducted provin- 
cial journals in the colony. Prior to this, 
the gentleman referred to kept a small che- 
mist’s shop at the Hard Hills, and the differ- 
ence between both his fortunes and appear- 
ance then and since is somewhat remarkable. 
Certainly no one would have thought that 
he was likely to be the Premier of any co- 
lony, and much less that he would make one 
of the moat daring statesman that the colonies 
have ever seen. Not only has this been the 
case, hut he has actually received the honor 
of knighthood, and liis aptitude for negotiat- 
ing loans is something surprising even to 
those who have considerable experience in 
that line. Victoria has overlooked the merits 
of moro than one man, who, when he was 
lost to it, developed extraordinary talents. 
That the' gentleman of whom I speak is - a 
man of oonsuramate ability, and that his 
talents were' much underrated in this' colony, 
there cannot he a doubt. He did commence 
a political qaTcer here, but it was under the 
wrong auspices, and he never managed even 
to get into the House. Little did the party 
whose cause he espoused know their man, or 
they would have moved heaven and earth to 
get him elected.”

Sir Joseph Hawley. 

By the Jeath of Sir .Toseph Hawley the 
turf loses, perh.aps, the most thorough type 
of a racing man that the last generation "lias 
known. His first connection with tlie turf 
dates, it is true, no more than 30 years back, 
when, at the age of 30, having abandoned 
his taste foryatching, he started a small es- 
tablishment at Newmarket. As early as 
1844, only four years after his racing career 
began, the hexonet started two formidable 
representatives under his colors in the Oaks, 
and with one of them carried off that risky 
event. It was in 18.51, after some previous 
disappointments and unlucky purchases, 
that the name of Sir Joseph became known 
throughout England by his victory in the 
great race of the year with the famous Ted- 
dington. In the two successive years, ’68 
and ’69, he again won the Derby, although 
in the latter of the two races deliberate at- 
tempts seem to have been made to cannon” 
the favorite out of the running. After these 
victories Sir Joseph found the less illus- 
trious, but perhaps more lucrative, sport of 
handio.ap racing sufficiently exciting for a 
time. But in 1867, as if refreshed by a rest, 
he started up again with a whole host of 
notable two-year-olds, all apparently as equal 
amongst themselves as they were superior lo 
all other equals in age. Green Sleeve, Eosi- 
cruoian, a'nd Blue Gown, were as magnifi- 
cent in their appearance as they were dis- 
tinguished in their performances. Blue 
Gown won both the "Derby and the Ascot 
Gup, while the merit of Eoslorucian may, 
perhaps, best bo estimated by the fact that 
he fetched the great price of £0200 when 
sold less than two years ago. Sir Joseph 
Hawley was not one of those romantic 
patrons of the turf who consider tho compa- 
ratively barren honors of the stakes a suffi- 
cient recompense. He was as hold a specu- 
lator as any one, and by the ordinary rule 
had his periods of loss as well as of profit. 
Upon Musjid, with whom he won the Derby 
in 1859, he is said to have won the largest 
amount of bets ever paid at Tattersall’s to a 
single man over a single race. The history 
of his stud illustrates remarkably the diffi- 
culties felt by the most experienced judges 
in estimating the value of a horse. Very 
earlyin life Sir Joseph bought Mendicant, 
then a hot favorite for the Ascott Cup for 
3000 guine.as. But the mare was. badly 
beaten, and some years after was put up for 
sale, when she failed to reach the reserved 
price of 500 guineas. This same animal gave 
birth to Beadsman, who won the Derby, 
and with it aomo £80,000 in "bets. This 
same Beadsman and another most sucoessfnl 
horse, Fits Roland, had been, as two-year- 
olds, offered by their owner to any one who 
would take them for their engagements. So 
little do the breeders, trainers, or purchasers 
of thoronghbredskknow of thoir real and pos- 
sible capabilities when properly trained, — 
TheQlohe. 



GrBat Lawyers' Wills. 

The fact that th e wills of two Lord Chan- 
cellors within as many years should have 
occasioned grave difficulty is not a little re- 
markable. Lord Westbury’s will, carefully 
prepared by himself, waa said to be exceed- 



ingly hard to construe by the Master of tho 
Rolls. 'In the case of Lord St. Leonards 
the difficulty is still more grave. His will, 
“ written in liis own handwriting, on five or 
six sheets of old niurto white letter paper,”' 
has been lout, and the advertise raent offering 
.£600 reward ffir its recovery declares that it 
has been “ lost since A\\gust, 1873.” Unless 
the document is forthcoming, tho presumption 
of law may possibly he in such a case that the 
testator destroyed this will animo remcandi, 
and sorioua results to his family may be the 
consequence. There is a strong belief in the 
neigbourhond of Boyle Parra that the missing 
will of the late Lord St. Leonard, for which 
& reward of £500 is offered, is buried with 
him. It waa seen in his h.mds a tow days be- 
fore his . death. By his express desire, the 
venerable ex-Chancellor was laid in his coffin 
in a dreasing-grown which he usually wore, 
and in the pocket of this dressing-gown is 
supposed to be the will. It is said that steps 
will speedily be taken to prove the truth or 
falsehood of this rumour. It is curious how 
often iiie wills of eminent lawyers have 
occasioned litigation. Lord Chief Justice 
Saunders appears to have made a speculative 
devise, upon the validity of which his execu- 
tors— Maynard, Hold, and' Pollexfen, all 
great lawyers — were dividad'in opinion. The 
wills of Lord Chief Justice Holt and Mr Ser- 
jean^ Maynard were the subject of Chancery 
proceedings. So was the will of Chief Baron 
Thomson. Mr Serjeant Hill’s will was “ so 
singularly confused that, but for the respect 
due to'^the very learned serjeant, it might 
not unreasonably have been held void for 
uncertainty,” The will of Sir Samuel Eom- 
illy was inartificially drawn. The will of Mr 
Bradley, tho celebrated conveyancer, waa set 
aside by Lord Tliurlow for uncertainty ; 
“and a late learned Master in Chancery 
directed the proceeds of his estate to bo 
invested in Consols in his own name." 



^ The English Engine-Driver. 

It is one of the most singular facts connected 
with modern literature that the deep ‘and 
striking poetry of the rail and tho locomotive 
has never yet inspired any man of genius to 
sing it forth to tlie world. Probably it is a 
consequence of the classical training of modern 
youth. Our poets get mad over tho achieve- 
ments of Greeks and Romans, over the 
Isthmian and other games, and seemabsohitely 
blind to the fact that the things which put 
them into ecstasies are quite childish com- 
pared with the everyday marvels of the age 
we live in. No doubt “ distance lends en- 
chantment to the view still the Greek 
charioteer who, standing on a very rickety 
two-wheeler, whijis the horses along in the 
Olympian races is at best a prosaic figure when 
placed in contrast to an enginedriver on anj- 
of our great lines of railway. The fire horse 
of onr modem steam charioteer is infinitely 
naore majestic then the noblest stallion seen 
in old Greece, and the speed at which he flics 
through the air is, compared with the Isth- 
mian g.ames, as the eagle’s flight is to the 
crawling of the snail. In simple truth there 
is scarcely anything done by human beings 
that approaches, in daring, in true and 
absolute heroism, to the hurling of an express 
train through space at the rate of a mile a 
minute and more, a speed far superior to the 
velocity of'the hurric.ane. 

The master of tho Inoomotive, though per- 
haps not. willing hiniself to be a hero of ro- 
mance, is for all that a very real, if quiet and 
unassuming, hero. There is something most 
manly, firm; and truly heroic .about all 
engine drivers, more especially those who 
have seen many years of service, and are 
trusted with fast and express passenger 
trains travelling long distances. Engine ‘ 
drivers of the latter class are seldom under 
forty years of age ; and being picked men, 
fully conscious of the immense responsibility 
of their position, and accustomed to look with 
clear eye and unflinching nerve upon danger 
and death, daily braving the elements in the 
simple execution of their duly, they are as .a 
rule singularly calm and self-possessed. 

Considering the extremely fatiguing nature 
of his duties, his exposure 'to the rain and 
wind, and all tho extremes of heat and cold, 
and the wear and tear of mental anxiety he 
has constantly to undergo, and which reaches 
a climax when snow and fog, his great 
enemies, obstruct his outlook, the work of 
the. engine driver is trulv astounding as to 
i ts extent an d amount. The average distance 
travelled over by the drivers of passenger 
trains on our smaller lines, as representative of 
whioii the Soutli-eastern may be taken, is 800 
miles a week, or about 40,000 miles a year ; 
but this average is far surpassed by the 
drivers of the great express trains on the lines 
north of the Thames. A careful calculation 
of the distances travelled by the Great 
Western driver, whose time bill has been 
analysed, shows that in the course of one year, 
commencing November 4, 1873, and ending 
Novembers, 1874, he hauled his trains, often 
at express speed, over 65,323 miles of ground, 
being an amrage of 1,2.56 miles per week. It 
seems terrible work, still the vetenan here re- 
ferred to, rpwarda of twenty-two years in the 
service of tie Great Western, testifies, with 
many othen, to tho fact that the exertions 
gone throu;ji, great as they are, do not only 
not affect tie health of a strong man with 
good nerves, hut fortify his constitution, so 
As to harden it against age and disease. It is 
certain that eigino drivers, as a class, look 
extremely flo-id and healthy, and mostly 
younger than Hi ey really are. No doubt they 
get abondanceof ozone into their lungs ; and 
if they will onV stave off the enemy rheuma- 
tism by good flainel armor and temperance — 
the latter univo-sal among tho best drivers, 
not a few of whan are teetotallers — they have 
os much chance of living to the age of Me- 



thuselah as any of the moat favored classes of 
,Jhe community, inoliidiiig country parsorvs. 
Besides^ great as are the physical hardships 
which the engine driver has to midergo, them 
is some compensation for it, as for ttinstthings, 
in a corresponding feeling of elation, which 
■no habit can altogether (Justroy, from flying 
tjirongh space with enormous swiftness, If 
Dr. Samuel Johnson held- it the greatest joy 
of human life to travel In a post coach with 
tour horses at therateof twelve miles an hour, 
the mail who rides the Flying Dutohm.an 
must surely feel at times, if not always, a joy 
of suporhuman intensity by getting through 
space five times as fast— at a greater rate of 
velocity, indeed, than anything that ever 
moved on the face of the earth, except a can- 
not ball. There are men of birth and educa- 
tion who, properly trained, act occasionally 
as engine drivers — a well-known instance of 
the kind exists on one of our southern lines — 
and they confess that there is an excitement 
and a charm that nothing can excel, In the 
riding of a fire horse. It may he said of the 
engine driver, as of no other mortal man ! 
“ He hath his way in the whirlwind aud in 
the storm,” *
